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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16, 17, and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kameyama et al (5,077,227) in view of Chu et al (6,426,265). The 
basic structure of the claimed bipolar transistor is shown by Kameyama with a device 
having a buried layer (210), an epitaxial layer (212) formed over the buried layer and 
with a lower dopant concentration, an intrinsic base region (240B) of a second 
conductivity type formed on the epitaxial layer and having a first and second top 
surfaces (note the U shaped intrinsic base (240B) in Fig. 3 of Kameyama where the 
central portion of the U shaped base can be considered one top surface, and the side 
arms of the U shaped base can be considered the other top surface which is vertically 
spaced apart), an isolation region (232A) and (232B) which is on and over the top 
surfaces of the base, an extrinsic emitter (250A) formed on the isolation region and 
aligned with a sidewall of the isolation region, and an intrinsic emitter ((260) formed in 
the intrinsic base region and contacting the extrinsic emitter region. 

While Kameyama shows most of the claimed features of the claimed structure, 
Kameyama does not specifically describe an intrinsic base region formed of silicon and 
germanium and doped with carbon. The reference to Chu shows such a bipolar device 
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which forms the base region of SiGe and with carbon doping. See, for example, Fig. 4 
of Chu. The Chu reference also shows such features as the vertical side wall of the 
isolation region (60) contacting the vertical side wall of the first emitter region (56). It is 
noted that this aligned configuration would also meet the limitation that the vertical side 
wall of the isolation region lies "over" the second emitter region (56d). 

One skilled in the art would be motivated to combine these references in order to 
achieve the enhanced operating characteristics that the SiGe base region would afford 
the Kameyama device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18 and 25-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
